‘This era is different because we 
are dealing with suicide bombers,” 
she says.

In her days she had to deal with 
terrorism, too, but the security land- 
scape was different. A diplomat’s 
wife in New Delhi, bored with thrift 
sales and amateur dramatics, 
Rimington wandered into MI5 as a 
part-time clerk typist and found her- 
self in the middle of the Cold War. 
When she joined the secret service, 
women could only hope to be assis- 
tants. When she later became the 
first woman to head MI5 and the 
first one whose name was publicly 
announced, her friends and neigh- 
bours were stunned. 

“All of a sudden the neighbours 
realized this quiet lady who lived on 
their street might present a bit of 
risk, “ she laughs. “I remember one 
neighbour telling me, I wish you 
wouldn't go to work just when Iam 
taking my children to school.” 

The danger at the time for her and 
her neighbours came mostly from 
the threat of IRA attacks. But in 
the middle of the Cold War, the 
first order of business was 
espionage. The advantage her 
generation had, says 
Rimington, was they knew 
where their enemy lived. “We 
knew where the KGB headquarters 
were, we knew what they were try- 
ing to do. Now who knows where 
the [terrorist] headquarters are.”

UNDER PRESSURE 

It also results, says Rimington, in 
sweeping measures like the now- 
discontinued special registration in 
the US of men from mostly Muslim 
countries after 9/11. “A blanket 
security measure like that is not a 
particularly effective tool,” she says. 
“Security needs to be much more 
related to specific intelligence, not 
racial analysis.” 

Although close allies in the war on 
terror, the US and UK don’t always 
see eye to eye. Four British citizens 
held for years at Guantanamo Bay 
were released soon after their return 
to the UK for lack of evidence. 
Rimington says she doesn’t know

At the same time, Rimington says 
there’s tremendous pressure on the 
intelligence community post-9/11 
No one wants to be the intelligence 
officer who allows the next suicide 
bomber to slip through. Some of tha 
pressure, she says, can lead to a 
breakdown in the critical assessmen 
of intelligence, as “in the war on Iraq 
where we were all led to believe 
Saddam had weapons of mass 
destruction.” 

“In my opinion, the purpose of 
intelligence is to inform govern- 
ments so they can form their poli- 
cies, not to help governments justily 
policies they have already formed,” 
she says, adding that Saddam 
Hussein’s Iraq was not the easiest 
place to get reliable intelligence 

While the WMDs seem to have 
been a fiction, the threats in the nev 
world are very real. “But we havea 
allow people to live with their civil 
liberties intact,” says Rimington 
“Otherwise we are really giving inti 
terrorism by turning our democra- 
Cies into police states.”

After 60 years, it’s time for the UN to find a new home 


WORLDWIDE THERE IS AN UNDERCUR- 
rent of opinion that as part of UN 
reform and revitalization, its head- 
quarters should be relocated from 
New York to another city and host 
country. This view needs to be 
argued and articulated in the multi- 
lateral arena. It needs to be brought 
to the attention of the world public 
opinion and policy makers. 

There are several reasons for sug- 
gesting that the UN be moved: 

Inan international community 
composed of almost 200 states, striv- 
ing for a genuine, democratic inter- 
national system, the heart and brain 


function normally ina setting where 
an important part of the political 
establishment and of public opinion 
is openly hostile to it, and ina micro- 
environment where its presence has 
become a daily irritant to many and 
where it is subjected to consistently 
negative media coverage. 

The UN location has given undue 
advantage, additional leverage and 
influence over its work and proceed- 
ings to an already dominant global 
power, which it is using in a situation 
where the UN has no effective means 
to counter, or even attempt to resist 
such pressures. 


In brief, the international community 
cannot resign itself and allow the UN 
to be affected and frequently 
victimized by its location.

try with hegemonic ions, 
which is systematically trying to 
make the UN into a docile instru- 
ment for the pursuit and attainment 
of its own national goals, while neu- 
tralizing any of its roles, functions or 
actions that it deems contrary to its 
national interest.

It is 
complex and costly to move the 
whole infrastructure, though much 
less so in today’s information society 
than in the past. 

The question of where to move tii 
UN Headquarters will no doubt 
require some consultation before 
agreement can be reached. The UN 
complexes in Geneva or Vienna 
could be used to accommodate the 
Headquarters with relative ease. 
There are other possible, attractive 
and welcoming locations. 

In its new location the UN would 
establish itself as a global centre of 
multilateralism and democratic glo! 
al governance. Its Hi 
should become a symbol and mon! 
ment to the strivings and lofty goals 
of humankind embodied in the UN

Their gambit inspired Lewis, to 
whom the pursuit of social justice 
undoubtedly comes naturally. He’s 
the grandson of former federal NDP 
leader David Lewis, whose famous 
atchphrase “corporate welfare 
bums” would describe much of 
Argentina’s financial shenanigans. 
{e's also the son of former Ontario 
NDP Leader and UN envoy 
Stephen Lewis and columnist 
Michelle Landsberg. The younger 
ewis has hardly ridden on any- 
one’s coattails, however, establish- 
g his own bona fides as a 
fuchMusic political correspondent 
in the mid-’90s and as the host of 
‘BC's high-octane chat show 
yunterspin.

You say in the film “Where we 
come from, a closed factory is the 
end of the story?” Why don’t our 
workers react this way? 

Well they do sometimes... 

I think it’s very important for peo- 
ple, especially progressives, not to 
fall in to the trap of Latin envy. 
You're dealing with specific histori- 
cal circumstances in each place. We 
didn’t, for instance, have a military 
dictatorship which murdered and 
tortured 30,000 labour activists and 
students and doctors and profes- 
sors and normal people. We never 
had a generation of progressives 
wiped out and the consequent 
mobilization of people to try and 
reclaim that struggle despite that 
loss. 

And we haven't had this basket 
of Ralph Klein economic policies 
imposed as enthusiastically in 
Canada as they were in Argentina 
under Carlos Menem. I mean Ralph 
muses about privatization, and has 
moved forward on it and taken 
some steps. But what Carlos 






























Menem did in Argentina makes 
Ralph Klein look like a Raging 
Granny. They just swallowed the 
market model wholesale. They pri- 
vatized everything. Even the street 
signs in Buenos Aires are brought 
to you by MasterCard 

They threw hundreds of thou- 
sand people out of work, and then 
they locked middle class people out 
of their bank accounts after the 
banks and multinationals had made 
a decade of spectacular profits in 
Argentina and then bailed, literally 
loading $40 billion of cash and gold 
into bank trucks and driving it to 
the airport in the middle of the 
night, which, in some ways is some 
of the striking images in the film. So 
we've had this model imposed in 
slow motion, and in Argentina they 
did it in fast forward. 

I don’t think the response should 
be to just feel “Wow, they’re so radi- 





cal. Why aren't we like that?” but to 
look for the connections, because | 
see connections all over in the 
Canadian landscape and people 
who have been watching the film 
have been articulate about making 
them 


This [factory take-over] seems to be 
a brilliant kind of way of framing, 
labour struggle. “We're going to 
work.” Can this be adapted to 
Canadian circumstances? 
Absolutely, and I think it’s already 
happening. I think that the move 
ment in Argentina poses a direct 
challenge to labour movements 
everywhere. 

In an era of corporate globaliza- 
tion, where manufacturing is being 
closed down in the industrial world 
and is being moved to the less indus 
tnalized countries, workers in the 
industrialized world not working is 
precisely what they want. So it 
doesn’t help much if you fold your 
arms across your chest and say “No 
one shall work here until we get 
what we want,” because the owners 
just look at you and say, “Thank you 
for doing our job for us, we were 
going to close you down anyway 

What they’re doing in Argentina is 
insisting on working, not withhold 
ing their labour. So it’s an absolute 
inversion of the traditional labour 
tactics. And that’s very challenging 
and very intriguing, just from the 
point of view of the optics. They’re 
saying to the police, to the judges, to 
the politicians, and to the owners, 
“We are working. If you want to stop 
us, you're going to have to come and 
pry our hands off the machines.”

Gettysburg is a mere six hours 
away from Smith’s house, and the 
Ontario-New York border is fairly per.

Edmonton Opera celebrates Weill’s genius, unravels Weimar mystique

The other German work was, of 
course, The Emperor of Atlantis, com- 
posed in the Theresienstadt concen- 
tration camp in the final days of the 
Second World War. Although that 
opera, with its angular harmonies 
and jazz rhythms, is a musical com- 
panion to the earlier Weill works, the 
latter has quite a different feel from 
the anguish of The Emperor, says 
Deedrick. “Maybe it’s the ladies I’m 
with, but this is exhilarating stuff. 
I'm finding this way more fun. Not 
that there aren’t any haunting songs. 
The Weill songs that stay with me 
are the torch songs, but the other 
stuff is great.” 

The aforementioned ladies 
include a Canadian Weill specialist, 
soprano Patricia O/Callaghan, who 
is gaining recognition for her record- 
ings Naked Beauty and Real 


Emotional Girl, and locals Michelle 
Milenkovic and Sheri Somerville. 

Somerville says the music is sur- 
prisingly accessible. “People can be 
‘Oh, Kurt Weill, that’s super-creepy 
hard music, and it’s not at all. It’s 
been great.” 

Deedrick’s treatment of the music 
breathes life into it, and makes the 
communicative nature of the songs 
paramount, says Somerville. “One of 
the complaints I had as a young clas- 
sical singer was that there was not 
enough emphasis on good story- 
telling. That’s why I ran away and 
joined the theatre. I really appreciate 
Brian’s emphasis on storytelling first, 
and of course you always must hon- 
our the fact that it’s well-written 
music and you should sing it well, 
but that doesn’t mean you can’t tex- 
turize it vocally. Despair doesn’t 


always sound lovely; it’s not shaped 


perfectly.” 


CABARET VS. CABARET 

The cabaret tradition, which 
thrived in the Weimar era, has been 
softened over the decades. Once a 
tool of political satirists and sedition- 
ists, the art form has become, in 
many instances, synonymous with 
the revue. The popularity of the 
musical Cabaret has endowed the era 
with a certain glamour and mys- 
tique, but Deedrick says the reality 
was far more ominous. 

“After the War ended, the Kaiser 
was forced to abdicate, and the abdi- 
cation threw the country into civil 
war before the First World War had 
even ended. To protect the parlia- 
mentarians, they were moved to the 
town of Weimar. By the time they 


came back [to Berlin], ‘Weimar’ had 
been attached to the [era]. It was the 
most decadent time in German his- 
tory, but also the most controlling 
and brutal time 

“| think that the m 
must certainly be tk 
version of this,” says le 
“(Cabaret is] the children’s fairytale 
version, and people think Ci 
dark, or gritty, or sexy, « 
uh, not comparatively.’ 

However much the g 
image of the corseted 
smoky-voiced chanteuse ret 
Deedrick says Weill and Brecht 
never bought into that aspect of the 
culture. “This was a reactior 
that. [The country] had fallen into 
the decadence and here you had 
these two communists, and what 
they did was a reaction to the poli 
tics of the time, but also to the deca- 
dence [of the time] 

This production will capture the 
duality of the period, says Deedrick 
“The first act is gloomy and cold 
These people are in big coats 
because it’s so cold in the theatre. 
[The attitude is] we're just going to 
try and get through this, and if we're 
really lucky enough, people will 
have come, so that I can pay my rent 
tomorrow. Mahagonny and Happy 
End are much darker. Act two is 
Threepenny Opera. That's where 
corsets come in. We're pushing the 
theatre level. We're trying to geta 
different sensibility.”

WHAT LIFE IS 

Bridget Ryan, Deedrick’s creative 
co-conspirator, is a rabid cabaret fan 
and musical theatre performer. 
Calling to mind a production of 
Brecht on Brecht eight years ago at 
the Fringe, Ryan says the opportuni- 
ties to hear Weill’s music are rare in 
Edmonton, and she can’t figure it 
out. “This is the stuff they encourage 
you to do in theatre school because 
it's what you essentially want to 
aspire to be able to do. You don’t, as 
an 18 or 19 year old, understand 
truly any of the concepts because it’s 
not just about all the sexual innuen- 
do, it’s also political innuendo... 

“And all of a sudden, it’s angelic. 
It has that ability to be both base and 
ethereal. That's why he’s such a 
genius. That's what life is”.

FOR EDMONTON DANCE AFICIONA 
dos, 2005 has already delivered a 
strong fix. 

The past few weeks have brought 
world premieres from Brian Webb 
and Tania Alvarado, an eclectic pro- 
gram from Montreal Danse, and a 
trilogy of works by one of Canada’s 
brightest choreographers, Crystal 
Pite, performed by one of Canada’s 
most brilliant companies, 
[bjm_danse] 

With Alberta Ballet's soaring Vigil 
of Angels at the Timms this week, 
Vancouver's Holy Body Tattoo 
upcoming, and Fortier Danse just 
around the corner, people might just 
start to get the crazy idea that 
Edmonton is one hell of a dance 
town. 

But when it comes to paid gigs for 
our own homegrown dance talent, 
and to showcasing the work of local 
independent choreographers, you're 
better off looking elsewhere. 
“Sometimes, | just want to get up 
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and go toa place like Montreal, 
where you can add to the million of 
things that are already going on,” 
says Amber Borotsik, local actor, 
dance artist and festival curator. 
“But, no. There are tons of dance 
people in this city lusting after 
opportunities. What if, for one week, 
we could make Edmonton into what 
we want it to be? Fulfill our dreams 
in our city...” 

Enter Expanse New Works Dance 
Festival at the Azimuth Theatre, an 
eclectic program featuring new 
dance work by five local choreogra- 
phers on a single bill, alongside a 
series of workshops and post-show 
talk-backs. 

Azimuth artistic producer, Murray 
Utas, and then-Azimuth artistic 
director Chris Craddock approached 
Borotsik late last spring with the pro- 
posal of presenting dance on the 
small Az stage. The idea reminded 
Borotsik of the Dances for Small 
Stages series, which originated in 
Toronto and are now flourishing in 
Vancouver. Those events feature 
dance pieces by both new and estab- 
lished choreographers on tiny stages 
in various local pubs. But for an 
Edmonton incarnation, with the Az 
providing enough bar-like intimacy 
while still functioning as a theatre 
space, Borotsik felt there would be no 
need to pile into the watering holes. 

She put out the call for submis- 
sions—any kind of dance would suit 
the bill, as long as the work pushed 
its particular genre's envelope. “The 
piece also had to address this space. 
The choreographers had to know 
they weren't creating the work for 
the Jube, but for the Az.” 

She whittled down a stack of 
around twenty submissions to make 
up a fine line-up of five local choreo-

odd beast in these early days of the 
21st Century. 

Prime example: the selective scep- 
ticism a lot of us exhibit vis a vis the 
media versus our total acceptance of 
all things electronic. 

Media front first: fueled by the 
propaganda storm that preceded the 
American invasion of Iraq, and by 
the endless reportage fraud perpetu- 
ated by the Bush White House ever 
since, I follow the news with nothing 
less than wild-eyed scepticism. I 
can’t be alone, given that one of the 
most watched (if not trusted) news 
sources is the fake news of The Daily 
Show. 

Yet, while unable to accept the 
nightly news at face value, most 
North Americans (including myself) 
pretty much accept with no explana- 
tion whatsoever virtually every 
piece of electronic and mechanical 
equipment tossed at us. Do I know 
how my laptop works? My VCR? 
The microwave? No way! Do I care! 
Ehhh... whatever! 

So, if I were faced with a mysteri- 
ous fortune-telling and talking 18th 
century automaton (ie., robot) will- 
ing to analyse my personal foibles, 
and force me to question my place in 
the world, would I take its message 
at face value, or would | start asking 
how gears and spokes can lead to 
sentience, and questioning the mech- 
anisms behind true machine intelli- 


gence? The smart money is on face 
value acceptance 

This push-pull of modern skepti 
cism and blind acquiescence is at the 
heart of The Salon of the Talking Turk, 
the first full-length play to be written 
and directed by Stewart Lemoine 
since the spring 2003 production of 
The Margin of the Sky. 

Typical of Lemoine’s offerings in 
general, this new play is a wildly 
sophisticated and entertaining come- 
dy by the master of wry bon mots. 
Characteristic of the playwright’s 
last four or five offerings in particu- 
lar, The Salon of the Talking Turk offers 
up a level of wonderfully complex 
subtextual metaphysics that elevates 
this talented artist’s work into the 
heights of the literary sublime. 

In its screwball-esque set up, the 
show is classic Lemoine: a bored 
Long Island sophisticate (Cornelia, 
played by with characteristic 
panache by Teatro regular Leona 
Brausen) inherits the aforemen- 
tioned Talking Turn Automaton 
(hilariously and eerily played by a 
deadpan Mark Meer) from her 
ditsy,“serial fiancée” flapper friend 
Dominica (the ever smooth Davina 
Stewart), much to the amusement of 
her overeducated yet vaguely clue- 
less brother Wally (a polished and 
charismatic turn by Teatro newcom- 
er Andrew MacDonald-Smith). 

Instantly and gormlessly thrilled 
with the talking mechanical wonder 
presented to her, Cornelia decides.to 
turn her living room into a Turkish 
salon, all the better to learn the 
future at the feet (or the clunky 
base) of the farseeing proto-robot.

digs past surface comedy to decon- 
struct the shifting ground under the 
feet of belief. Starting with an 
admission that he can’t actually pre- 
dict the future, the talkative Turk 
does go on to practice his own ver- 
sion of secular mysticism crossed 
with a healthy dose of Socratic ques- 
tioning to help reconcile the assem- 
bled urbanites to the futures they 
are building or could build for each 
other 
Effortlessly shifting between 

high-entertainment jokes and jibes 
and the meatier underpinnings of 
the work, Lemoine manages to even 
sneak in a special uncanny sur- 
prise/homage to E.T.A. Hoffmann 
in the last quarter of the play, raising 
the intellectual bar of the work with 
a smoothness that must be seen to be 
appreciated.

The two short films that will be 
shown with the commercials offer 
no such relief. 

Something Happened (1987) was 
commissioned by the Swedish 
Board of Health as a documentary 
about AIDS, but was shelved 
because it was deemed to be too 
dark. A voiceover explains the dan 
ger of the then-new disease over 
tableaux of normal people, as if to 
drive home that no one is spared by 
status or supposed virtue. The focus 
of the film seems to shift gradually 
from health information to an 
indictment of casual racism and 
brutality, ending in a disturbing 
scene of hypothermia experiments 
No wonder the Board of Health 
passed on it. 

World of Glory (1991) begins with 
a similar historical allusion: naked 
men, women, and children are 
packed into the back of a truck, the 
trailer is sealed, and the exhaust is 
piped in while civilized-looking offi. 
cials look on calmly. The rest of the 
film is narrated into the camera by 
pale and thin broker, who explains 
in flat tones the mundane details of 
his life: his dying mother, his 
father’s grave plot, his apartment 
his bed, his car, and so on. 

Like Songs From the Second Floor 
(see review, p. 17), the short films 
are a series of meticulously com- 
posed wide-angle tableaux of peo 
ple drained of colour'by their social 
environment, but they are even 
more unrelentingly bleak. You 
might feel a little brutalized watch- 
ing them. Perhaps that’s 
Andersson’s point. He has written 
angrily that to trust blindly in the 
market is to reject love and compas- 
sion in public life. He describes a 
report on political rapprochement 
through the market as “in its dry 
frankness, quite simply appalling,” 
These two films are appalling, but 
the advertisements shown with 
them might help to focus disgust on 
the message instead of the messen- 
ger.

The seemingly unlikely pair made it 
work by adopting bossa nova for the “chill 
out” sub-genre. At the same time, bossa 
stayed true to its Brazilian jazz roots that 
began with Antonio Carlos Jobim and 
Roberto Menescal. 

Among this “new wave” of bossa 
includes Bossacucanova, helping to keep 
the soothing tropical rhythms alive and 
well for the 21st century, mixing the 
authenticity with the contemporary (no 
coincidence that one of the members is 
Menescal's son, Marcio), where the 
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tumtables and the improvisational guitar 
rhythms share the stage 

The Brazilian trio's third album, Uma 
Batida Diferente (A Different Beat), isn’t 
much of a departure from their previous 
material (despite the title), but they make 
up for lack of inventiveness with consis- 
tency. There isn’t a weak track here— 
Roberto Menescal contributes acoustic 
guitar along with other guests like Zuco 
103 and Marcos Valle. Easily the best col- 
laborator is Brazilian-American singer Cris 
Delanno, who contributes her gorgeous 
vocals on three tracks, peaking on a bitter- 
sweet rendition of “aguas de Margo,” the 
classic Antonio Carlos Jobim standard, 
that should give you a lump in your throat.

EASY, BREEZY, BEAUTIFUL 
But there I was, alone on Family 
Day and looking for something to 
eat. I corralled a friend, whose family 
doesn’t like him any more than mine 
likes me;and together we sought 


sustenance, with a side of highly bur- 


nished eye-candy. Having failed to 
check our watches, we alit right dur- 
ing the supper rush—dining room 
and lounge were both packed, and a 
beaming young lady with toned 
arms and streaked hair encouraged 
us to make ourselves comfortable in 
the foyer until something came open 
in the dining room Instead, we 
staked out two seats at the bar, 
pulled upa couple of pints, eventual- 
ly resigning ourselves to eating there. 

Not that it was so bad really— 
comfortable chairs, a fire crackling in 
a nearby hearth, atmospheric light- 


ing, and a pair of attractive people in 
black smiling at us from behind the 
bar. These young’ uns weren't just 
pretty faces though. In addition to 
being masters Of the bellini, they 
were hospitality experts, disarming 
our hard-earned cynicism with flash- 
es of their perfectly even, white teeth 
Our bartender was improbably 

handsome, a symmetric concatena- 
tion of dimples and laughlines under 
a spiky coiff of thick brown hair. He 
called us “boys” repeatedly—“Boys 
need another?” “How you boys 
doing?’—and made familiar with 
my friend, whom he recognized 
from a previous visit, before talking 
up his impending visit to Brazil. 
Fashion plates in halter tops 
streamed by behind us like a worker- 
ant beauty pageant, expertly tending 
to the needs of the teeming dining 
room. It took a moment to remember 
we were there to get food. 


EYES BIGGER THAN 
YOUR STOMACH? 

The menu was varied enough to 
make picking a feat of concentra- 
tion. | decided on the Ahi tuna salad 
($13.99). “Good choice,” confided 
the hunk behind the bar. My friend 
the vet went with a Tandoori chick- 
en pizza ($12.99). 

Despite my reservations—nay, 
prejudices—about trendy chain 
restaurants, the food was actually 








pretty good. I was presented with a 
heaping bow] of organic greens, 
pepper strips, onions, mango 
chunks and shredded pickled gin- 
ger, bound ina creamy dressing, 
alongside which were strewn slabs 
of ahi tuna seared white on the out- 
side, but completely raw inside, 
atop a pool of avocado sauce. The 
mango and ginger tasted particular- 
ly good with the tender tuna, and 
the avocado sauce was creamy and 
rich. The dressing got increasingly 
thick as the dish wore on, and I had 
to abandon the last few bites, but I 
was sated by then anyhow. 

My friend’s tandoori chicken 
pizza featured red onion slivers, 
thin slices of green pepper, copious 
chunks of distinctively tandoori- 
coloured chicken, mild white cheese 











and a drizzle of yogurt on a thin 
crust coated with mango chutney. It 
was a little sweet for my taste, but 
the chicken was particularly tooth- 
some and my co-diner wolfed it 
down eagerly. As I looked around, | 
saw patrons digging into equally 
appealing platters of ribs, steak and 
Asian lettuce wraps. This also 
solved the problem of where to put 
my eyes as the endless pageant of 
attractive servers strode perkily 
past. 

One beer too many put an order 
of individual apple pie—heartily 
endorsed by my co-diner—out of 
the question. We would save that 
for another time. We assured each 
other we'd be back soon to enjoy 
some more food. Yes. Food.

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Causes AIDS surtaced in New York City last 
week justin time for Valentine's Day. This 
new strain doesn't respond to the anti- 
retroviral meds that hold most infected 
people's HIV infections in check and, even 
more worrisome, it appears to induce a 
rapid progression to full-blown AIDS. The 
new HIV strain was discovered in a New 
York City man who told health officials he 
has had sex with hundreds of men in recent 
weeks while using crystal methampheta- 
mine. Nice. The news about what could be 
a deadly new stage in the AIDS epidemic 
broke less than a week after public health 
Officials began warning gay men about a 
rare from of chlamydia known as lym- 
phogranuloma venereum, or LGV, that’s 
spreading among gay men. Symptoms of 
LGV include a painful, bloody rectal infec- 
tion, genital ulcers, and exploding lymph 
nodes in the groin. Six cases of LGV have 
been confirmed in the United States, all 
among gay men, and most of the men 
infected with LGV reported having multiple 
sex partners and engaging in unprotected 
anal sex 

For some, the HIV/LGV one-two punch 
was the last straw: “Gays Debate Radical 
Steps to Curb Unsafe Sex” read the head- 
line on the front page of the New York 
Times on February 15. And the radical step 
that's being contemplated? Partner notifi- 
cation, or tracking down, testing, and treat- 
ing the sexual partners of people who have 
been newly diagnosed with HIV. As radical 
Notions go, partner notification is about as 
radical as suggesting that surgeons wash 
their hands before they operate. Public 
health officials have used partner notifica- 
tion to.combat other sexually transmitted 
infections for decades and it's past time 
that they started using it to combat HIV too. 

If people are looking for a truly radical 
step—something that might actually curb 
unsafe sex—t've got a suggestion. But first 
some context: When extremely promiscu- 
Ous gay men assess the risks and benefits 
of unprotected sex, most assume that if 
they get infected, or if they infect someone, 
that an AIDS organization or state health 
agency will pay for the AIDS meds they or 
their sex partners are going to need to keep 
themselves alive. It seems to me that one 
sure-fire way to curb unsafe sex would be 
to put the cost of AIDS meds into the equa- 
tion. I’m not suggesting that people who 
can't afford AIDS meds be denied them— 
God forbid. No, my radical plan to curb 
unsafe sex among gay men is modeled on 
a successful program that encourages sex- 
ual responsibility among straight men:
